Prices Keceived 
By State Farmers 
Is Up In August 


The mid-August All Commo- 
dity index of prices received by 
farmers is 253 percent of the 
1910-14 base period, according 
to the Alabama Crop and Live. 
stock Reporting Service, This 
is 2.4 percent (6 points) above 
last month and 0.4 percent (1 
point) above mid-August last 
year. 

Cotton 

Price for new crop cotton 
was above the nominal price 
used in computing the July in 
dex and accounts for the in- 
crease in the level of the cotton 
price index from a month ago. 
At 277 percent of the base per 
iod the current index is 12 
points above last month but 
unchanged from a year ago. 

Grains and Hay 

Lower prices for corn and 
hay dropped the level of the 
index for this commodity group 
to 139 percent of the base per- 


iod. This compares with 141 
percent last month and 143 
percent a year ago. 
Fruits, Vegetables 
Irish potato prices, under 


heavy pressure from large sup. 
plies, dropped sharply forcing 
the fruits, nuts and vegetables 
index well below both last 
. month and last year. 
Meat Animals 

Improved prices for beef cat- 
tle, calves and hogs advanced 
the index for the meat animals 
group to 343 percent of the 
base period. This was 3 percent 
(9 points) above last month 
and 8 percent (24 points) ahuve 
the same month last year. 

Poultry and Eggs 

This index group at 159 per- 
cent of the 1910-14 level was 
up 3 percent (4 points) from 
last month but was 11 percent 
(18 points) below year-ago le- 
vels. Slightly higher prices for 
commercial broilers and for 
eggs were responsible for the 
increase in the index. 

Dairy Products 

The dairy products index at 
246 percent of the base period 
was unchanged from las t 
month and only slightly above 
the year-ago level. An increase 
in price of wholesale milk was 
offset by a drop in the price 
of milk retailed by farmers. 


Beer and Ale Use 
In Alabama Is Up 


In consuming 544,130 barrels 
of beer and ale during 1960, 
Alabama enriched their state 
and federal tax treasuries by 
more than eight and a_ half 
million dollars, according to da. 
ta in the newly issued Brewers 
Almanac. 

Federal excise taxes on the 
quantity of beer and ale con- 
sumed in Alabama last year a- 
mounted to $4, 897,620. State of 
Alabama collections came to 
$3,709,000, with one half of this 
amount, or $1,854,500 earmark- 
ed for old age pensions. In ad_ 
dition, municipalities and coun. 
ty governments in the state’s 
20 “legally wet” counties col- 
lected an additional $3,300,000 
in local taxes for public servic- 
es such as schools, hospitals, 
stdeets, roads, etc. 

Consumption of beer and 
ale increased in Alabama dur- 
ing the year, 35,643 more har- 
rels than in 1959. 


Turkey Output 


Turkeys raised during 1961 
at 330,000 head are 10 percent 
more than the 300,000 in 1960, 
according to a preliminary es- 
timate by the Alabama Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Ser- 
vice. Heavy breed turkeys were 
most popular and totaled 311,- 
00 compared with 279,000 last 
year. Light breeds at 19,000 
birds were 2,000 less than the 
number raised last year. All of 
the increase is in heavy white 
breeds, which for the first 
time are expected to exceed 
number of bronze and other 
heavy breeds raised in the 
State.

A. W. Jones, Auburn Exien- 
sion Service marketing special. 
ist, says several factors are im- 
portant if you want to male a 
clear profit. Picking cotton 
clean, picking it before damage 
sets in, picking it often 
picking it dry has a lot to do 
with the profit the cotton grow. 
er makes from his year’s work, 
he points out. 

But remember, says Jones, 
what you get from each bale 
of cotton is not as important 
as what you have left after 
paying production costs.

Harvesting Is Still 
Behind Schedule 
Due To Rainfall 


Harvesting of crops continu- 
ed behind schedule during the 
past week as unusually wet 
weather during August contin- 
ued into September, 

August, this year, had more 
than twice the rainfall of Au- 
gust, last year, according to J. 
Drayden Smith, marked by two 
heavy downpours. 

The month came to an end 
Thursday, last week, with an 
early in the night downpour 
that totaled three and a quar- 
ter inches in three hours, Two 
weeks earlier, on Sunday af- 
ternoon of August 13, there was 
a rainfall of two and a half in- 
ches in a few hours, 

The entire month of Avgust, 
last year, had only six inches 
of rain, 

Opening of Elba and county 
schools was delayed a week on 
account of late harvesting but 
little could be done due to the 
continued wet weather. This 
and warm

Good yields of both cotton 
and peanuts are in the fields

rainfall continues. The corn 
crop is one of the best on re- 


‘cord. Cotton ginnings so far

Good silage can do more to 
keep milk production high dur_ 
ing next month than any crop 
that can be grown at that 
time, says Sam Jones, Auburn 
Extension Servies ‘dairyman., 

Summer pastures will be 
gone. Permanent pastures wili 
have reached the mature stage 
and will be worth very little in 
stimulating milk production, he 
notes. 

“Tt is important to hold milk 
production as high as possibile 
during this time since it is the 
start of the base period,” Jones 
says. “And silage can do the 
job.”

Safety Needed In 
Pressure Canning 


Don't get careless while can- 
ning with the pressure canner, 
advises Isabelle Downey, Au- 
burn Extension Service special- 
ist in food preservation. 

“Practice these safety rules 
when you can,” she says. Have 
at least three inches of water 
in the canner, and place the 
canning jars on the rack so 
there is enough space for wa- 
ter and steam to circulate a- 
round them. 

Next, secure the pressure lid, 
and allow the steam to escape 
for about 10 minutes before 
closing the petcock. Allow the 
gauge to go up to 10 pounds for 
all, vegetables except tomatoes, 
making sure the gauge stays at 
that pressure. When the time 
is up, slide the canner off the 
unit, and let the pressure go 
down to zero. Let the canner 
sit for about five minutes; then 
open the petcock slowly. 


Feed Waste Causes 
Lesser Egg Profits 


AUBURN — Wased feed can 
take a big bite out of the poul 
tryman’s egg profits, 

Jim Hubbard, Auburn Exten- 
sion Service poultry specialist, 
points out that feed wastage 
alone can drain a considerable 
amount of the ege producer's 
income. The specialist says it 
takes very little wastage to a- 
mount to 10 or 15 per cent. 
This can represent an addition_ 
al feed cost of two cents per 
dozen eggs, says Hubbard.

AUBURN — Be sure to pro- 
vide fall and winter grazine 
for your hogs, says O. N. An~ 
drews, Auburn University Ex- 
tension Service agronomist- 

He recommends planting 
small grains. Young tender. 
fast-growing oats or wheat are 
hard to beat, he says. 

White clover is another good 
grazing crop for hogs, points 
cut Andrews. If you plant on 
moist productive soils, he says, 
white clover will provide w# 
great deal of late winter and 
spring grazing. 

Here are some suggestions to 
keep in mind, says Andrews. 
Lime and fertilize the land ar- 
cording to soil test. Prepare a 
firm, smooth seedbed. And 
plant tree to five pounds of 
California ladinocr Louisiana 
S-1 white clover per acre in 
late September or early Octo- 
ber.

Bahia grasses are primarily 
pasture type plants and not as 
well suited to hay production 
as costal, Bahia hay is often 
low in quality because it is cut 
at a late stage of maturity and 
is exposed to rain and sun af- 
ter mowing. 

Regardless of the pasture 
frass used the addition of a le- 
gume such as Crimson and ball 
clover with the grass produces 
extra grazing in the spring and 
adds an equivalent of 30 
pounds of nitrogen per acre to 
the soil. This is roughly the 
Same as a sack of thirty per- 
cent ammonia nitrate.

Truck Industry fn 
Coffee Employes 


There are 1,500 people em- 
ployed in the trucking indus- 
try in Coffee county with an 
income of six million dollars 
a year ,the Elba Rotary Club 
was told Monday by Henry 
Dorsey, production manager of 
Dorsey Trailers. This is the 
employment and payroll pro- 
vided by the 2,500 trucks re- 
gistered in Coffee county alone, 
he said, : 

In the entire state of Alaba- 
ma, Mr. Dorsey said, the truck- 
ing industry employs 250,000 
people with an income of more 
than  $500,000,000 annually, 
which is 12% times as many 
people as are employed on the 
railroads in the state. 

Trucking in Alabama is grow. 
ing faster than in any state 
east of the Rockies, he said, In 
1908 there were 10 trucks in 
Alabama and in 1965 there 
were over 200,000 valued at 
$250,000,000. The trucking in- 
dustry in Alabama grew 176 per 
cent from 1939 to 1951 and 15 
per cent from 1941 to 1950, 

In Alabama there are 556 
small postoffice communities 
served only by trucks and more 
than 20 per cent of all county 
seats in Alabama are served by 
trucks, he said. 


Mr. Dorsey emphasized the 


great contribution of the truck. , 


ing industry to the support of 
government by saying that the 
taxes on a four-axle truck and 
trailer equals the taxes on 39 
automobiles in Alabama while 
for the U. S. the average is 35 
automobiles.

For this reason, 
he says, consult a veterinarian 
when such symptoms as loss of 
appetite, breathing difficulty, 
a drop in milk production, a- 
bortions, scouring or jaundice 
appear. 

The most satisfactory way of 
preventing losses is to have 
stock vaccinated against the 
disease. Other steps include 
protecting feed and water fa- 
cilities so they cannot become 
contaminated by _ diseased 
stock. keeping animals away 
from low, wet pastures, ponds 
and slow-moving streams, and 
having replacement stock blood 
tested and isolated to protect 
the home herd, reminds Lanier.

“The quality of locally grown 
vegetables now at the markets 
varies from poor to excellent.” 
says Smith, “but the home- 
maker will naturally choose 
the higher qualities first be- 
cause it takes less time and 
effort to prepare them than it 


does poor non-uniform  pro- 
ducts.”

Five Major Bills 
Signed Into Law 
By Gov. Pattersen 


Montgomery-—Calling it “One 
of the most important pieces 
of legislation in year’s”, Goy, 
John Patterson has signed a 
bill extending the state’s pro- 
gram of medical care for old 
folks, 

As a result, the State Depart 
ment of Pensions and Security 
has taken immediate steps to 
enlarge the medical care pro- 
gram for old age pensioners. 
Starting Oct, 1, they will be eli- 
gible for 15 days free hospital 
care, instead of just 10 days, at 
state expense each year, 

“This will be a $5 million-a- 
year program,” said Goy, Pat- 
terson, “It will benefit our eld- 
er citizens when they require 
help the most, when they are 
sick, It is heart-warming to 
know that the state is now able 
to provide for them by paying 
emergency hospital and doctor 
bills.” 

Others Eligible 

Persons over 65 who are in 
need, but who are not on old 
age pension rolls, will also be 
eligible for hospital care under 
the new legislation. But it will 
be several weeks before ar- 
rangements can be completed 


to inaugurate this new state 
service. 
The medcare measure was 


one of fve major bills passed 
by the Regular Legislative Ses- 
sion which Goy. Patterson has 
signed into law. Other new 
laws include: 

1, The state's widely adelaim 
ed competitive bid law was 
tightened to require that ev- 
erything the state buys or 
builds is done by bid. The new 
law fixes the maximum with- 
out-bid purchase at $500 in- 
stead of $800, brings the A.B.C. 
Board (previously exempted) 
under competitive bidding, 
makes all repairs and mainien- 
ance work subject to competi- 
tive bidding and provides thai 
a contractor cannot collect if 
work is performed on an illegal 
contract. 

Policy Academy 

2. A new $300,000 Policy Aca- 
demy was authorized to be 
constructed on land already ic 
quired next to the Montgomery 
Highway Patrol Post, The aca- 
demy will provide year-round 
schooling for all state, county 
and city law enforcement agen 
cies. Sleeping and eating 
commodations are included in 
the academy. 

3. A $4 million revenue bond 
issue was authorized for an ad 
ditional state office building 
on the State Capitol grounds. 
It is to be occupied by the State 
Highway Department and the 
State Department of Public 
Safety. 

4. A $10 million general cp- 
ligation bond issue was vassed 
to build a new ,modern Kilby 
Prison away from Montgom- 
ery. Voters must approve the 
bond issue, along with 40 other 
measures, at the polls Dec. 5. 

Almost a score of local schooi 
financing bills were also sign- 
ed into law.
